Commission 
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I Mandate of the Commission 


The Planning and Implementation Commission was established by Order-in-Council 
2048/84, dated July 26, 1984. The Commission had a mandate to: 


— advise the Minister of specific means by which the policy of extension of full funding 
could best be implemented; 


— receive multi-year implementation plans submitted by Roman Catholic separate school 
boards and evaluate those plans after consultation with the board or boards of education 
involved; to advise the Minister of plans that would be eligible for the funding of 
secondary education costs in accordance with the government’s policy; 


— advise the Minister concerning new or altered Roman Catholic separate school zones; 


— advise the Minister on the scope and direction of legislation required for the arbitration 
of possible disputes arising between boards of education and Roman Catholic separate 
school boards concerning capital facilities involved in the implementation of extension; 


— consult with the Ontario Teachers’ Federation and its affiliates, the school boards, the 
Ontario School Trustees’ Council and its member associations, the Education Relations 
Commission, and other appropriate groups to ensure that personnel and other matters 
are resolved in a fair and equitable manner; to advise the Minister of the results of such 
consultations. 


II Responsibilities 
of the Commission 


The Planning and Implementation Commission is responsible for: 
— supervising the extension of secondary school grades one year at a time; 
— maintaining a viable public secondary education system; 


— ensuring that all teachers and other employees are treated fairly as enrolment shifts 
from the public system; 


— promoting the sharing of facilities and of solutions to classroom needs, so as to ensure 
that the existing stock of capital facilities is well utilized; 


— ensuring that Roman Catholic school boards offer full secondary school programs; 


— assisting both public and Roman Catholic school boards to deal with issues relating to or 
arising from extension.

IV Activities of the Commission 


The Commission met fourteen times in 1989-90. Its activities included meetings with the 
Minister of Education and ministry officials, communication with school boards, other 
meetings, and the collection of statistical information, reports, and other data. 


Advice to the Minister of Education 


Consistent with its mandate, the Commission has submitted the following to the Minister 
of Education:

Communication with School Boards 


The Commission has sent the following memoranda to chairpersons of school boards and 
their directors of education: “Criteria for the Assessment of Plans for Secondary School 
Programs”, November 15, 1989; “Designations of Personnel for 1989”, November 28, 1989; 
and “Annual Report of Joint Committees”, May 1, 1990. 


Meetings and Speaking Engagements

Appointment of Facilitators 


Consistent with subsection 136w(2) of the Education Act, the Commission has appointed 
facilitators to help many coterminous boards reach mutually acceptable solutions on major 
issues, particularly accommodation and “en-bloc” transfers. 

For the process to succeed, facilitators must find solutions that are acceptable to 
three parties: the public board, the separate board, and the Ministry of Education. 


Register of Designated Persons 


Subsection 136-1(12) of the Education Act requires public boards each year to file with the 
Commission a list of the names and positions of designated persons who have transferred 
their employment to the coterminous Roman Catholic school board. The Commission has 
established a register of their names in order to safeguard the rights granted to them 
under the former Bill 30, the Education Amendment Act, 1986. 

The Commission has already received from public boards the lists of names of 
persons deemed to be designated who transferred employment prior to Bill 30 becoming 
law or to the filing of Ontario Regulation 71/87, Designation of Teachers. The Commission 
requested public boards to submit the list for 1989 by December 31, 1989. A summary of 
the number of designated persons from 1985 to 1989 can be found in table 1 of the 
Appendix. 


Annual Reports of Joint Committees 


Subsection 136ka(15) of the Education Act requires that joint committees formed by public 
and Roman Catholic boards as a result of extension annually report their proceedings to 
the Commission. 

Of 49 coterminous boards, only 24 held meetings in 1989. The others submitted 
“nil” reports. The most common topics dealt with were transportation costs, 
accommodation needs, and lot levies. For boards which held meetings during the year, the 
number of meetings ranged from 1 to 14. 


V Implementation: The Board 
Planning Process 


Introduction 


From the outset, the Commission has encouraged coterminous school boards to consult 
and to co-operate in implementing the extension of separate school funding. Its objective 
has been to minimize the negative impact of extension in communities undergoing social 
and educational change. To achieve this goal, the Commission has developed a planning 
process, which is outlined below, with the aim of assisting boards from the public and 
separate school systems to achieve implementation. 

The planning process is based on the principle that decisions should derive from 
plans developed locally with the co-operation of all concerned parties. 


The Board Planning Model 
The planning model consists of two steps: 


— The separate school board first completes a “board plan”, which it shares with the local 
board of education. The plan must contain evidence of local planning and co-operation. 


— The public board then completes an “impact statement”, which it shares with the local 
separate school board. The statement must contain evidence of local planning and co- 
operation. 


The Approval Process 


Plans may be approved in whole or in part and may be subject to conditions or limitations. 
The approval process consists of the following steps: 


— The data contained in the board plans and impact statements are checked for accuracy 
and completeness. The information is then supplied to the Commission. 


— The Commission analyses the board plans and impact statements to ensure that they 
comply with the required criteria. 


— The Chief Executive Officer of the Commission communicates with the separate school 
boards, indicating areas in which the board plans fail to meet the criteria or the 
information requirements. 


— Separate school boards supply revisions to their board plans as required. If these 
revisions fail to meet the Commission’s requirements, the Chief Executive Officer will 
notify the board and this stage of the procedure will be repeated until the revisions are 
accepted. 


— The Commission reviews the board plans and makes a recommendation to the Minister 
of Education on all boards that have submitted plans. Ifa plan is rejected in whole or in 
part, the reasons for the rejection must be stated. 


— The Minister of Education indicates to each separate school board whether its plan has 
been approved or rejected. If a plan is rejected in whole or in part by the Commission, 
the reasons for the rejection must be stated. 
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Separate school boards that have completed the extension process but that have additional 
or new requests for programs are required to complete the form entitled “Plan: New 
Requests for Secondary School Extension”. The same approval process will be observed for 
these requests. A complementary form entitled “Impact Statement: New Requests for 
Secondary School Extension” should be prepared by the coterminous boards of education. 


Criteria for Approval 


General Criteria 


Subsection 136v(2) of the Education Act, as amended, sets out the criteria by which the 
Commission assesses the implementation plans for secondary school programs. 
Implementation must: 


a) permit the Roman Catholic school board to provide viable secondary school education; 
b) promote the best interests of public education in Ontario; 


c) ensure the viability of the secondary school program offered by the public board, 
especially in single secondary school communities; and 


d) ensure, in a community that has only one secondary school operated by a public board, 
that the secondary school will continue to be operated by the public board despite the 
election to provide secondary education by a Roman Catholic school board having 
jurisdiction in the community, unless the public board decides otherwise. 


In addition to relying on the above criteria, the Commission has identified a number of 
other aspects of implementation to be considered by school boards. 


Enrolment, Personnel, and Accommodation Data 
Boards, public or separate, were not required to complete these documents for 1990-91. 


Planning and Impact Statement Documents 
1. RCSSBs wishing to begin extension 


Separate school boards that intend to begin extension in 1990-91, in either French or Eng- 
lish (or both), shall submit a completed “Plan for Secondary School Programs, 1990-91” 
and return it to the Commission as soon as possible, but no later than February 15, 

1990. RCSSBs should contact the Commission office (416-963-3105) to obtain 
copies of the documents. After such a request is received from a separate board, the 
Commission will automatically send the appropriate documents to the coterminous/ 
coextensive board(s) of education, requesting the completion of the Impact Statement 

and its return to the Commission as soon as possible, but no later than February 28, 
1990. These documents are considerably shorter than they were in past years. 


2. RCSSBs wishing to complete extension 


Separate school boards that have begun but not completed extension in either French or 
English shall submit a “Completion Plan for Secondary School Programs, 1990-91” and 
return it to the Commission as soon as possible, but no later than February 15, 1990. 
RCSSBs should contact the Commission office (416-963-3105) to obtain copies 
of the documents. After such a request is received from a separate board, the 
Commission will automatically send the appropriate documents to the coterminous/ 
coextensive board(s) of education, requesting the completion of the Impact Statement 
and its return to the Commission as soon as possible, but no later than February 28, 
1990. These documents are considerably shorter than they were in past years. 
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3. RCCSBs that have completed extension but have new requests requiring Commission 
approval 


Separate school boards that have completed extension in one or both languages but 
have a new request requiring the approval of the commission (i.e., establishing a new 
RCSSB secondary school in a single-school community) shall submit a form entitled 
“Plan: New Requests for Secondary School Extension, 1990-91” and return it to the 
Commission as soon as possible, but no later than February 15, 1990. RCSSBs should 
contact the Commission office (416-963-3105) to obtain copies of the 
documents. After such a request is received from a separate board, the Commission 
will automatically send the appropriate documents to the coterminous/coextensive 
board(s) of education, requesting the completion of the Impact Statement and its return 
to the Commission as soon as possible, but no later than February 28, 1990. These 
documents are considerably shorter than they were in past years. 


Other Factors Relating to Implementation 

In addition to relying on the criteria set out in subsection 136v(2) of the Education Act, the 
Commission wishes to encourage the co-operation of public and separate boards in the 
following areas: 


Access to school program and guidance information 

Section 1360 of the Education Act makes it clear that pupils from each elementary school 
system have the right to attend secondary schools operated by the other system. This 
intent will be frustrated unless pupils in their final year or years of elementary school, 
and their parents, have the opportunity to learn what the other secondary schools have to 
offer. 

All school boards should make provisions to ensure that information about schools 
and about programs offered by coterminous boards is available in their elementary 
schools; they should also ensure that pupils and their parents have access to the guidance 
or other appropriate personnel of the coterminous boards. Before option sheets are 
completed for the 1990-91 school year and for each year thereafter, all separate and public 
school boards are required to: 


— distribute materials on programs available in the secondary schools of the other system 
to all Grade 8 pupils in the elementary schools of the board and to their parents; 


— inform Grade 8 pupils and their parents how to contact guidance personnel in the 
secondary schools of the other system; 


— ensure access of guidance personnel from the secondary schools of the other system to 

Grade 8 pupils by: 

¢ allowing guidance personnel of the other system to have access to all Grade 8 pupils in 
the elementary schools within the board’s attendance area to discuss program options 
available in these secondary schools and to distribute relevant materials; or 

* arranging information sessions to which Grade 8 pupils in the other system and their 
parents are invited; guidance personnel can there distribute information about 
programs available in the secondary schools of the board; or 

¢ another method jointly approved by the coterminous boards. 


Accommodation and facilities 

It is expected that boards will avoid duplication of facilities and accommodation and will 
ensure that the existing stock of capital facilities in secondary schools will be well utilized. 
The first planning task, therefore, is to make maximum use of existing school plants. The 
second task is to facilitate co-operation between boards in order to avoid costly duplication 
in new construction, particularly of specialized equipment, classrooms, and other facilities. 
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Guidelines for “En-Bloc” Transfers 


An “en-bloc” transfer occurs when a school — including the building, the pupils, the 
teachers, the support staff, and the equipment — is transferred from one board to another. 
The following guidelines for “en-bloc” transfers should be read in connection with 
the provisions of the Act to amend the Education Act and the Municipality of Metropolitan 
Toronto Act (previously Bill 75) that deal with the governance of French-language schools, 
particularly with respect to the powers given to French-language sections of school boards. 


a) A separate school board that has complied with the provisions of the Education 
Amendment Act, 1986 (formerly Bill 30) relating to the duties of a secondary school 
board within the area of jurisdiction of the board may negotiate with its coterminous 
board(s) the “en-bloc” transfer of an existing French-language school or schools or 
French-language entity or entities. 


b) A separate school board may request an “en-bloc” transfer and, where appropriate, 
receive approval for such a transfer, if: 


— the separate school board and the public board (or the appropriate authority under 
the Education Act) enter into an agreement for the transfer of the school; 


— extensive consultations and discussions have been held with the francophone 
community at large and with those individuals and groups having a particular 
interest in French-language education; 


— the separate school board has reviewed the funding issues. Their analysis should be 
based on the current grant plan arrangements; 


— the proposed transfer reflects the wishes of the francophone community, those 
individuals and groups having a particular interest in French-language education, 
and the French-language education councils of the two boards; 


— the separate school board and the public school board have entered into an agreement 
about school buildings (according to the provisions in the Ministry of Education 
Memorandum B7, “Amendment to the Capital Grant Plan, 1979, [No. 5]”, 1986) and 
about the purchase and/or lease of existing furniture and equipment in the school; 


— the boards agree that all affected staff are to be designated in accordance with 
Section 136-l of the Education Act and the regulations made thereunder; 


— the French-language education councils of the two boards agree on arrangements for 
religious education and for credit courses. Many of the pupils attending French- 
language secondary school instructional units do so because of the programs offered, 
and this fact must be acknowledged; 


— the Planning and Implementation Commission recommends the “en-bloc” transfer to 
the Minister; 


— the Minister grants his approval.
